Storms Nip Outposts 


In Central Pacifie; 


Navy Shields Landing 


PEARL HARBOR, Nov. 21.—(AP)—Powerful 
United States forces, carrying the fight to a new sec- 
tion of Japan’s Pacific outposts, have landed on Makin 
and Tarawa islands, about midway between New 
Guinea and Hawaii. 

United States Marines and Army troops pushed 
ashore at both places, Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander of the Pacific fleet, announced in a communique 
today, under cover of mighty naval units of all types 


‘and after those and nearby islands had been pounded 
for a week by bombing planes. 


The assault forces met only moderate resistance at Makin 
island but the Japanese fought back fiercely at Tarawa and 
the battle still rages there. 

Since the Japanese on Tarawa had been holding out for 
24 hours when the communication was issued, it appeared 
that American forces there were up against a win, die or re- 
treat proposition. 


On British-Mandated Cilberts 


Makin and Tarawa are in the Gilbert islands, British 
mandated territory which was seized by the Japanese in 
December, 1941. The American attack there means a 700- 
mile extension of the are of operations on the perimeter of 
Japan’s southeastern frontier. 

These operations extend from New Guinea northeastward 
through the Solomons and to a point about 2,300 miles from 
Hawaii. It brings major Allied forces in the central Pacific 
to a point north of the Equator for the first time. 

It was disclosed that Army artillery and other units be- 
'sides infantry were among the assault troops. 

The Marines in the operation. were reported to include some of 
those who fought in the Solomons, but no further clue to their identity 
was given. 

Apparently the enemy threw up some aerial opposition to the 
landing but it seems doubtful whether the Americans encountered

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Byrd Economy Committee Reiterates 


Its Demand for 300,000 Employe Cut 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—() 
The Byrd economy committee 
again insisted today on a 300,000 
cut in fedezal civilian employes, 
while reporting that the govern- 
ment pay roll was trimmed by 
131,058 in three recent months. 

Recalling its similar demand 
last spring for employe reductions, 
the committee warned: 

“Should this second request be 
disregarded, the committee will 
believe it necessary to recommend 
legislation to the congress of the 
United States which will make re- 
ductions in federal civilian em- 
ployment mandatory.” 

The group, known formally as 
the joint committee on reduction 
of nonessential federal expendi- 
tures, reported that the govern- 
ment’s civilian pay roll had been 
cut from 3,095,463 persons in June 
to 2,964,405 in September. It at- 
tributed the reduction to the com- 
mittee’s report of “wasteful and 
extravagant personnel practices.” 

Employes Increased. 

The committee termed the long- 
range trend in government em- 
ployment “less satisfactory,” and 
noted that from October, 1942, to 
September, 1943, there was a net 
increase of 260,649 employes. 

In the report, the committee 
chairman, Senator Byrd, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, said that without 
harm to the war effort, 35,000 
employes could be eliminated 
from the Works Projects Adminis- 
tration, National Youth Adminis- 
tration, Regional Agricultural 
Credit Corporation, Farm Security 
Administration, Civilian Conserv- 
ation Corps, Bituminous Coal Con- 
sumers’ Counsel, National Re- 
sources Planning Board, Board of 
Legal Examiners and the domes- 
tic branch of the Office of War 
Information. 

Other recommended reductions 
included 150,000 clerical, adminis- 
trative and fiscal employes of the 
War Department; 100,000 federal 
employes of all classes to be cut 
out by better personal manage- 
ment and elimination of duplicat- 
ing functions among agencies, and 
15,000 whose services would be- 
come unnecessary, the report said, 
through unification of lending 
agencies in the Agriculture De- 
partment. 

Some Departments Cut. 

During the June-to-September 
period the War Department show- 
ed the largest decrease in employ- 
ment—139,968. The War Man- 
power Commission cut off 11,931, 
the Panama Canal, 3,548, and the 
Agriculture Department, 2,550. 

On the other hand, the Navy 
Department’s civilian pay roll 
went up by 15,314 and the Post 
Office Department’s by -7,290. Part 
of the post office increase was at- 
tributed to the handling of in- 
creased quantities of free mail 
from the various departments. 

The report charged that the 
War and Navy departments are 
making paper reductions in civil- 
ian pay rolls by assigning young 
male enlisted and commissioned 
personnel to clerical duty. 

“This is not a solution to. the 
problem of excessive and unutil- 
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ized personnel and should be 
stopped immediately,” the report 
said. 

Other Conclusions. 

Among other findings and con- 
clusions of the committee were 
these: 

The average cost of recruiting, 
placing, classifying and investi- 
gating a new federal employe is 
$57.95—“wasted money when it is 
seen that thousands of new em- 
ployes are constantly being re- 
cruited to fill positions which 
could be filled by employes al- 
ready on the pay roll.” 

There have been “an excessive 
number” of full-grade promotions 
in certain agencies. 

The Civil Service Commission 
and the Bureau of the Budget 
should institute manpower utili- 
zation surveys throughout the fed- 
eral government. ! 

The committee estimated tha 
$10,000,000 a year could be saved 
by “completely overhauling the 
present antiquated personnel re- 
porting system.”

The non-operating employes are 
shopmen, clerks and others who 
do not actually operate trains. 

Vinson set aside their contract 
and told congress recently that if 
it approves a resolution offered 
by Senator Truman, Democrat, 
Missouri, it would break the Little 
Steel wage formula and the exec- 
utive department would be com- 
pelled in all fairness to abandon it 
for other groups. 

The Truman resolution, to be 

considered by the full Interstate 
Commerce Committee soon, would 
approve the flat rate increase as 
falling within the scope of the 
railway labor act and all other 
statutes. Vinson has approved an 
alternate proposal for graduated 
increases of "4 to 10 cents an hour 
but the rail workers rejected this 
and began a strike vote. 
, “The emergency board set up 
under the terms of the railway 
act has found that these workers 
are entitled to the increase—they 
have complied fully with the law 
—and I say, let’s give it to them 
and end all of this controversy,” 
Wagner said.

The beachhead cuts the sea line 
of supply between Japs on Bou- 
gainville’s south coast and others 
north; it also is within 260 miles 
‘of Rabaul—good fighter plane 
range if perchance a landing strip 
can be hewn out of the jungle. 

General MacArthur is com- 
mander of the offensive in both 
the southwest and south Pacific. 
He may speak for his own imme- 
diate field. He may speak for 
Halsey’s. He may speak for both. 

When he voiced a readiness to 
meet any interference of the Jap- 
anese fleet with the Bougainville 
invasion, General MacArthur was 
speaking for both. Since then, 
Admiral Halsey’s ships and planes 
have struck the bulk of the blows 
at Japanese cruisers and destroy- 
| ers. 

This past week, General MacAr- 
thur’s spokesman said the South- 
west Pacific lacked the men and 
‘equipment for a large-scale offen- 
sive, having on hand less than 5 
| per cent of the available’ Ameri- 
‘can total—not including planes, 
with an even smaller percentage, 
and ships, which are easily shift-

Just now, the bulk of the fighting 
on New Guinea is being done by 
Australians who last year fought 
the Germans in North Africa. 
Australians also fly some of the 
planes. And more and more Dutch 
fliers are manning American 
bombers over targets they know 
so well—Dutch Timor, Dutch New 
Guinea, Dutch East Indies. 

What Admiral Halsey has at his 
command has not been specified. 
His warships have carried out. si- 
multaneous bombardments north 
and south of 130-mile-long Bou- 
gainville and on the west coast. 
His aircraft carriers have moved 
close enough to _ send planes 


against Rabaul—and have had suf- 
ficient escorting warships to pre- 
vent Jap bombers from damaging 
the flat tops. 

Halsey also has enough bomb- 
ers of all categories to send more 
than 200 at one time against one 
enemy point. 

Halsey-Nimitz Punch, 

The percentages other than 
MacArthur’s, are not available. 
But his punch, Halsey’s punch and 
Nimitz’s punch must add up to 
something interesting. 

That, hopefully, may bring the 
busy fireside American out of the 
jungle. If he should find himself 
heading back, let him be consoled 
with the plight of the Jap on 
Buka.

“No Germans got near enough 
for us to shoot at,” laughed Tol- 
bert. “That’s what you fellows 
have done for us.” 

Reunion With Mates. 

Captain Howard McClatchy, of 
Philadelphia, Pa., who has piloted 
a Fortress for 24 raids, had a re- 
union with two of his flying 
school mates—Captain Edward 
Gignac, of Waterville, Maine, and 
Lynn, Mass., and Captain George 
Perddy, of Greensboro, N. C., both 
fighter pilots. 

Captain Gignac wears the Silver 
Star as a result of fighting the 
Japanese over New Guinea. He 
was shot down twice by Zeros. 

“But I wouldn’t want to be fly- 
ing one of those trucks of yours, 
McClatchy,” he said. “You're in 
a dangerous business. You can 
get killed flying one of those 
things, you know.” 


Shut Pen Camp 
In Lafayette 


The Lafayette prison camp, in 
Walker county, will be closed to- 
day, and the 37 convicts trans- 
ferred to Tattnall prison, accord- 
ing to J. B. Hatchett, assistant to 
Wiley Moore, state director of cor- 
rections.

MOSCOW, Nov. 21.—(4)—The 
magazine “War and the Working 
Class,” answering foreign press 
comment on election of Metropoli- 
tan Sergei of Moscow as patriarch 
of all Russia and reconstitution of 
the Holy Synod, implied today 
there was no change in the formal 
position of the Soviet government, 
whose constitution guarantees free- 


gion. 

Both events, it said, “very clear- 
ly refute the slanderous inventions 
of the Fascists and their agents 
about persecution of religion and 
the church in the Soviet Union on 
one hand and, on the other hand, 
confirm and emphasize the fact 
that during the war the Russian 
church. decisively took the side of 
the people in defending the coun- 
try from the German invaders.” 

The article criticized some Eng- 
lish, American and Australian 
newspapers which, it said, “under- 
stood this event, not as a change 
in the church’s position as a result 
of the general patriotic exultation 
of the people, but presume it due 
to a change in the Soviet govern- 
ment’s attitude toward religion. 

“For 20 years the press has as- 
sured its readers that freedom of 
religion did not exist in the Soviet 
Union. The election of the patri- 
arch and the synod refuted all 
these tales.”

Changsha 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 21—(AP)—Two spearheads of a 


Japanese force of 80,000 made 


the rice bowl country west of 


a toward Changteh, in 


ungting Lake today, and re- 


ports of strong reinforcements at their Yochow base east of the 
lake indicated the invaders may be opening a fourth great bat- 
tle for Changsha, capital of Hunan province, in central China. 


The Chinees high command’s 
communique suggested that the 
Japanese were making a deter- 
mined effort to encircle Changteh, 
110 miles southeast of the Yangtze 
river port of Ichang and 25 miles 
west of the lake, and seize that 
communications center as a 
springboard for a decisive thrust 
at Changsha, 100 miles to the 
southeast. 

Bloody fighting raged near Jap- 
anese-held Tzeli, at the junction 
of the Ling and Liu rivers, 30 
miles northwest of Changteh, 
where the Chinese were hitting 
back vigorously against repeated 
Japanese attacks supported by in- 
cessant relays of bombers. 

The Japanese also were striking 
southward immediately west of 
the lake in a move which threat- 
ened Changteh’s communications 
from the northeast. 

Recalis Failures. 

By moving on Changteh, the 
Japanese were taking heed of 
three costly failures to capture 
Changsha in previous campaigns. 

It was from the Changteh area 
that wily Chinese commanders in 
the earlier campaigns launched 
flank assaults which wiped out 
large enemy forces extended up 
the Siang valley toward Chang- 
sha, 50 miles south of Tungting 
lake. 

Private reports said the Japa- 
nese had transferred large quan- 
tities of materials from Hankow 
to Yochow, their base east of the 
lake from which they launched 
their previous campaigns. If 
Changteh falls, they evidently in- 
tended to be ready for a two- 
armed drive on Changsha. 

From the mountains below 
Ichang, to the west of the Japa- 
nese salient, however, the Chinese 
already were striking back in an 
effort to smash the invaders’ strat- 
egy and were mopping up consid- 
erable territory already occupied. 

American Aid. 

Brigadier General Glenn, chief 
of staff of the United States 14th 
U. S. Air Force, said the Japanese 
were within 10 miles of Changteh, 
and American planes, both fight- 
ers and bombers, were striking 
from dawn to dusk to support the 
Chinese in the Tungting area. 

“The 14th Air Force has .been 
effectively bombing the enemy’s 
Yochow base, where they are 
bringing in men and supplies by 
rail, road and river,” he said in 
an interview. A 

“The Tungting lake sector is 
area No. 1 in importance at pres- 
ent,” he added. “We are giving all 
support possible to Chinese troops 
trying to repel the advance on 


Changteh, which is the corridor 
of approach to Chungking.” 

The Changteh avenue to the 
wartime Chinese capital over a 
good road might offer a better 
prospect for enemy success than 
the attempt up the Yangtze which 
failed last June, he said, but add- 
ed that it still was unclear whether 
the Japanese offensive had such 
an ambitious purpose,

By Their Fruits 


Being a loyal Japanese and steeped in the 
ancient lore of the Flowery Kingdom, it is 
quite certain Premier General Hideki Tojo 
has no aspirations to oust Hirohito, the Son 
of Heaven. But, if the Allied Nations forces, 


gradually advancing toward the land of cherry 3 


blossoms, allow him sufficient time, he gives 
promise of duplicating Adolf Hitler as a prog- 
nosticator and promiser of an Utopian paradise 
for all Eastern Asia, in which the entire yellow 
race will live happily and prosperous under 
the “beneficent” rule of the Nipponese. 
Speaking before a luncheon party given in 
his official residence for representatives of the 
newspapers of Greater East Asia, he said Japan 
is waging the current war to emancipate East 
Asia from British and American greed for 
world hegemony; harking back to a familiar 
theme, he asserted Japan is fighting for con- 


struction of a great East Asia based on moral] © 


justice so the Asiatic peoples may enjoy co- 
prosperity free from British and American 
ambition to colonize East Asia. 

The “moral justice” and “co-prosperity” 
promised the peoples of East Asia by Japan 
may be evaluated by considering her treatment 
of the populations of Formosa, Korea, Man - 
chuokuo and North East China. Formosa was 
ceded to Japan in 1895 at the end of the Sino- 
Japanese war, and Japan took over Korea in 
1905 after the Russo-Japanese affair. The 
Formosans and Koreans are still so antago- 
nistic to their overlords the Japanese have 
been afraid to conscript much-needed man- 
power from those countries. 

Japan completed her invasion of Chinese 
Manchuria in 1931, changed the name to 
Manchuokuo and set up a puppet government. 
Her “moral justice” and ‘“co-prosperity” took 
the form of slaughter and prison for those who 
resisted, and confiscation of every form of 
property the invaders desired. A large section 
of Northeast China (south of Manchuokuo) 
has been under Japanese domination since 
1935, and the rest of China, viewing the brutal 
methods used by the invaders to bring their 
countrymen under subjection, are still fighting 
to drive the inhuman prototypes of the Nazi 
brutes out of the continent of Asia. 


After-the-War. Automobile 
Referring to the great backlog in consumer 
demand, Alfred P. Sloan, chairman of the 
board of General Motors Corporation, said in 
New York he anticipated 6,000,000 to 6,500,000 
autos would be made annually after the war, 
compared with the average of approximately 
4000,000 before Pearl Harbor, and that he 
favored continuance of controls over prices, 
Wages and goods until the industry could re- 
establish itself in peacetime production. 
Motorists who anticipate radical changes in 
models ani car appointments, and that the 
new-type models will be available immediately 
when auto production is resumed after the 
War, are doomed to disappointment, according 
to a statement by A. T. Colwell, vice president 
of the Thompson Aircraft Products Company, 
in summarizing opinions of eighty-one leading 
oll and automotive engineers of America, rep- 
resenting the largest pool of combined tech- 
nical talent in their respective industries. 
Colwell’s statement is the summarized opin- 
jon of the leading automotive experts and 
manufacturers of the nation, and should serve 
as @ basis for action by American motorists. 
Owners of cars that are approaching the end 
of their usefulness must exercise extreme ‘care 
to make them last until they can be replaced 
by the same type when production is resumed 
at.the end of the war. Those who insist 
on possession of the “last word” in an auto- 
mobile now know the new models will not 
approach the “exaggerated predictions” of un- 
informed individuals; moreover, there is a long 
time to wait before they may be obtained. 


Movies To Invade Europe 

United States movie films arrived in Al- 
giers and Oran only three days after the first 
Wave of assault troops, two days after a Vichy 
Gecree had become effective banning all Amer- 
ican and British films as being bad for con- 
quered people. Micky Mouse, Popeye and other 
American reels were received jubilantly in 
North Africa, which has had the effect of 


British film companies rushing plans for an 
invasion of the European continent with movies 
as soon as it is liberated by Allied armies. 

A special organization has been formed in 
London with the aid of the Ministry of Infor- 
mation to handle and co-ordinate the ideas 
and subsequent operations. Plans so far are 
for “movie commandos” to follow immediately 
behind invading soldiers, at whatever point 
they enter the continent, to set up propaganda 
film centers for the local populations. 

A committee chosen from all the 
British film companies will edit already-pro- 
duced films, dubbing in the foreign languages 
and sub-titles. There will also be a liaison 
staff set up with the Office of War Information 
and other American agencies which are carry- 
ing out the same work. 

Primary purpose of the program is the 
propaganda and educational film work which 
will be pushed into Europe to help the popu- 


major 


lation to understand Allied purposes. Back of 


this, however, is the purely commercial aspect, 
for which the British film-producing companies 
are preparing to get into the continent with 
branch offices and have business going there 
as soon as possible after successful invasicn. 


The Adolescent Problem 

While officials of various cities throughout 
the nation as well as J. Edgar Hoover, head of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, are grave- 
ly concerned over the problem of juvenile de- 
linquency, the Parent-Teacher Association of 
Portland, Oregon, attacks one phase of adoles- 
cent conduct by complaining that teen-agers 
are doing too much kissing in movie theaters, 
and demanding that managers exercise stricter 
supervision in order to stop #he practice. 

One theater operator told a P.-T. A. com- 
mittee that he was willing to aid in the cru- 
sade, but insisted that until adolescents of 
both sexes were taught in the home, school 
and church that public “necking” and “pet- 
ting” indicated lack of refinement and low 
moral tone of character, it would be difficult 
to stop such coupl& from kissing in the dark 
of a movie theater. 

Reading of the wave of juvenile crime a 
32-year-old convict in a Minnesota prison wrote 
his warden he wanted to “show the kids what 
a waste criminal mistakes can make in their 
lives, which might not happen if they could 
only understand what they are bringing upon 
themselves.” He advocated plenty of publicity; 
visiting of jails and prisons by school classes; 
showing pictures of cell houses and peniten- 
tiaries, and “a little lecture on the true facts 
of prison life, not to scare them, but to show 
what a waste their life can become.” He said 
the “kids” should be impressed with what it 
is to be “buried ‘alive” under a number—with 
the rough clothing, dull routine, and idle time. 

The warden of this convict’s prison thought 
so well of the suggestions he was arranging 
with school authorities to carry out the educa- 
tional program. 


‘Air Age’? Maps of World 

It has been said map producers should take 
a holiday until the end of World War II and 
the peace conference rearranged boundary lines 
between nations. Whatever wisdom there might 
be in such a course the A. J. Nystrom Company, 
of Pittsburgh, believes the period is now oppor- 
tune for presenting maps of the world based 
on routes and distances for airplane flights. 

The new type maps, designed to, present 
new concepts of world flying, were recently 
exhibited at the Western Pennsylvania Educa- 
tion Conference in Pittsburgh, and in explain- 
ing them William Tauch, vice president of 
the Nystrom Company, said “the center of the 
chart is the North Pole, the crossroads of the 
northern hemisphere. Continents are grouped 
around the pole, and it is‘a very easy matter 
to chart the shortest flying routes which, in 
many cases, cross the Arctic region.” 

The revolutionary maps make it nossible 
to observe that planes based on North Cape, 
Norway, could reach Seattle, Minneapolis, Chi- 
cago, Pittsburgh or Washington in the same 
length of time by using the Arctic route. A 
United States-centered world map has been 
developed to visualize the air route rélationship 
between this country and the important com- 
mercial locations of the world, with colored 
bands to represent ten hours flying time. 

“Educators are said to feel the United States 
will become the center of postwar world air 
transportation and the maps of tomorrow are 
being developed today in order that children 
will be air-age geography conscious when the 
war is over and every point on the map is 
brought within a day’s travel.

TRADE WITH RUSSIA.

The Moscow agreements, the Connally reso- 
lution and Premier Stalin’s speech on the Octo- 
ber Revolution anniversary have all served to 
diminish the fear of “what Russia is going to do” 
that has perturbed a good many Americans. And 
a further cause to breathe easy is found in a 
speech made on the occasion of the anniversary 
by Ernest C. Ropes, Russian specialist in the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Mr. Ropes made a plausible and encouraging 
prediction of the increased trade between the 
United States and the Soviet Union after hostili- 
ties cease—or perhaps even before. The prospects 
of such a trade augur good relations. For it 
should bea borne in mind that, while Russia's 
military success will command respect and defer- 
ence at the peace table, Russia will also need 
our help in the early days of peace, and will 
doubtless try to avoid any differences serious 
enough to imperil that help.

KEY OF “A” FLAT It was one of those nights when sleep 
wouldn’t come. It was very late and I lay

Something was 
trying to come back to consciousness and I was 
trying to let it but it wouldn’t come. 

I watched the limbs of the trees against the 
moon and heard the dry leaves rustling on the 
lawn as a night wind laid itself across them. 
And syddenly I realized a tune was running 

through my mind... 

As plainly as if it were yesterday I could see myself on the 
screen of my memory sitting at my grandmother’s feet, my legs 
dangling off the edge of the farmhouse- porch, while my grand- 
mother sang: 


“My grandfather’s clock was too large for the shelf, 
So it stood ninety years on the floor; 7 
It was taller by half than the old man himself, 
Though it weighed not a pennyweight more. .

I used to ask her for those songs. She knew so many of them, 
some of them the old ballads that had come over on a sailing ship 
from Scotland.

THE MIND It was all very plain. I could see the sun on the

I could smell the sun, hot 
on the old flooring of the porch. I remembered how the warm 
smell of the freshly-hoed garden was in the air. I remembered my 
dog Beaver and I could hear again the voice of a plowman, singing, 
in a field across the way. € 

It seemed somewhat childish, but I could lie there and remember 
the shiver of fear which fhe little boy on the porch had hearing 
the words of the song and of how he always wanted to hear it to 
experience the thrill and the power of the words. 

I could remember, too, nights when I was not so little and of 
how I used to get up in the dark and slip into the room where the 
old clock was and stop its pendulum so that its solemn tick-tock 
would not sound through the night. . 

Hearing it, as a child, I associated it with death and there were 
years when I could not sleep in a house where I could hear a 
clock tick-tocking away. The line, “but it stapped, short, never to 
go again when the old man died,” would come to my mind and I 
would go and stop the clock so that it could not stop of its own 
accord. To this day I do not like to sleep in the room where even 
an alarm clock ticks for some early awakening. 

Not until the other night, awake and listening to the heavy, 
measured tick-tocking of an old Seth Thomas that had not run 
for years, did I know why. The little boy who sat at his grand- 
mother’s feet on the porch of a farmhouse, listening to an old song 
and looking off across the pastures where the sun lay bright, to- 
ward the river—-he is middle-aged now, but deep in his mind there 
is an old memory which can struggle out into the omen because a 
clock tick-tocks away in the night.

It seems to me that the oldest accusation is the truer one—a 
failure at home. The recent attempt to have the Bible taught in 
the schools illustrates my point. Parents have thrown too much 
to the school teachers, to the Scoutmasters, to the Girl Reserves 
and so on, which might better be done at home. “ae 

But, because we have produced our present system, we must 
have Scouts. There is a boy of 14 up for murder now who would 
have been a fine Boy Scout had they, and not his environment, 
given him an outlet for his hero worship and his energy. There 
are young prostitutes of 14 and 15 who would not be where and 
what they are had there been an environment which gave them a 
chance at life. God knows, too, what is put into young minds 
et a ignorance, carelessness and the pressures of poverty and 
greed.

pieced together at this time, old line leaders in the Republican 
party have hit upon the favorite-son idea as offering the best 
strategy for defeating the presidential nomination of Wendell L. 
Willkie next year. 

Witk no strong candidate of their own to 
back, the old liners, who have never relented 
in their opposition to Mr. Willkie, are appar- 
ently determined to encourage as many fae 
vorite-son candidacies as possible, hopeful thus 
to deadlock the convention and open the way 
for arriving at a hand-picked candidate behi»™ 
the scenes. 

In short, the strategy calls for a repetition 
of the same results which were achieved at 
the Chicago convention of 1920, when, after a 
deadlock, the leaders were able to pick Warren 
G. Harding in a smoke-filled room. 


The 1944 outlook tends to force that sort of 
course on the Willkie opponents. With the ex- 
ception of Governor Bricker, of Ohio, there is 

no outstanding candidate in the field today against Mr. Willkie, who 
thus threatens to win the nomination by default. 

More than likely, the old liners would be pleased to give their 
support to the Ohio governor, if it appeared that he had any 
chance to succeed. But the Bricker candidacy has suffered a 
notable collapse during the past six months, and he no longer is 
considered strong enough to carry the load against Willkie alone. 


DEWEY STILL CHOICE Governor Dewey, of New York, of 


course, remains the first choice of 
the party stalwarts, but he continues to deny any encourazgement 
at all to efforts in his behalf. It is still the best belief of seasoned 
observers he will refuse permission for the use of his name in the 
preconvention campaign. 

It might well be the old liners in time wil) prevail upon Gov- 
ernor Dewey to become a candidate, but without his active co 
operation in the early stages of the campaign it will be impossible 
to line up friendly delegates. 

Hence the moves now in the making for bringing out all! the 
favorite sons possible. By this method the anti-Willkie leaders 
hope to be able to tie up control of the convention, and, after a few 
days of fruitless balloting, offer up a hand-picked man—be he. 
Dewey, Bricker, or MacArthur—who would be acceptable to the 
majority. 

Evidence is accumulating favorite-sons are to be offered in 
every state that lends itself to any possibility of success. Governor 
Saltonstall is being groomed for the role in Massachusetts, Gove 
ernor Ear! Warren in California, former Governor Statsen in Min- 
nesota, Representative Dirksen in Illinois, and numerous others, 


to mention only a few. 

POWER OF STATE PRIDE Now the strategy of the favorite 
sons candidacy is to offer up 

some local talent that will have a special appeal to the home folks. 

State pride can usually be counted on as strong enough to give 

him the state delegation, though he might not stand a ghost of a 

show in the neighboring states, for example. 

For another thing, it is always embarrassing for an outside 
candidate to move into the home state of a favorite son. He 
usually is at a disadvantage. It is hardly conceivable, for instance, 
that Mr. Willkie, or anyone else, would enter his name in Ohio 
against Governor Bricker, or in California against Governor War- 
ren, if their candidacies are offered as favorite sons. 


The effect of the move would therefore be to keep Mr. Willkie 
out of a number of states which he otherwise would be. expected 
to enter. An important block of convention votes can be tied up in 
this way without a principal candidate having an opportunity to 
test his strength. 

If enough favorite sons can be found with sufficient local ap- 
peal, success of the program is assured. Then the convention would 
meet, divide its strength among a dozen or so contenders for a 
few days, and wait for the leaders to get together on a man be- 
hind the scenes. 


WILLKIE’S PROBLEM Mr. Willkie will undoubtedly have 


to combat that sort of situation in 
the forthcoming campaign. It may be he will be compelled to 
enter some of the state primaries in open opposition to favorite 
sons. But the danger to that is if he loses he would be faced with 
a hostile delegation in the convention, whereas if he keeps away 
there is always a chance some of the delegates will come over to 
his support after casting a few complimentary ballots for the 
favorite son. 
It is one of the major decisions he will have to make in con- 
nection with his candidacy. The old liners are out to block him 
if they can, and in doing so they will pull no punches.

ROBERT A Police Force Can Peril Free- 
QUILLEN domelf Free Men Lose Control 


; When Americans pushed the frontier westward and assembled 
in a new community, one of their first concerns was to establish 
some kind of police force to protect property and presefve the 
peace. In prairie towns the force was only a marshal. 

To preserve the peace from greater threats, the national gov- 
ernment provided a standing army; each state established a militia; 
and each city built up a police force proportioned to its size and 
needs. These various forces, though armed and disciplined, have 
never been regarded as a menace by anybody except the lawless. 

In Central and South America, any general who -wins the sup- 
port of the army may overthrow the government and make him- 
self dictator, but Americans have no reason to fear such a rebellion. 
Some paranoiac police chief or general, given equally mad follow- 
ers, might plot such an insurrection and control some territory for 
a day or a week, but that possibility doesn’t disturb the people. 
They have always felt strong enough to contro! or if necessary sub- 
due their various police forces. 

But a world police force would be a different matter. 

No matter what was agreed upon at Moscow, or what gum-shoe 
resolution the senate may pass, definite plans for world peace are 
not likely to be agreed upon until the war is over. Until the final 
decision is made; we face the possibility that a world police force 
will be the solution—and we won’t like it. 

A world police force must be strong enough to enforce peace. 
If each nation keeps an army, navy and air force to maintain order 
in its own territory, then the world police force must be great 
enough to suppress any one or any combination of these forces. 
And the cost of maintaining it in a debt-burdened world would 
be prohibitive. 

The only alternative would be the complete disarming of all 
nations, so that a smaller police force could dominate them or sub- 
due any one of them that plotted against a neighbor. 

That may sound all right if we assume that only Germany and 
Japan would be held down. But a world police force would also 
control America, England and Russia. 

Can you imagine the Russians deliberately weakening them- 
selves so they could be controlled by a military force composed 
chiefly of foreign mercenaries and directed by an alien staff? Would 
Americans deliberately make themselves helpless, and trust such an 
alien army to protect their rights? 

People everywhere agree upon the need of some organization to 
preserve peace. But the strongest can unite to suppress gangstrs 
without making thmselves as helpless as the weakest.

hiring not only workers but also 
supervisors for the plant from 
the southern area. 

“The growth of the plant has 
created pay rolls in this area 
which are connected with—but 
separate from—our own pay roll, 
which is considerably in excess of 
half a million dollars a week. For 
example, I am informed that 
about $10,500,000 has been or is 
being spent in and around the 
city of Marietta for housing utili- 
ties, health centers, schools, recre- 
ation facilities and so on as a di- 
rect result of the influx of Bell 
workers. 

“Our workers are alert, and I 
am glad to say that our safety 
record is excellent. There has not 
been a single death in connection 
with production activities. 

“Naturally we have not reached 
our production peak, but the pipe 
line is rapidly filling up. Each 
day we accumulate more of the 
required backlog of detail parts 
and the 5,000 subassemblies. Right 
now we are actually fabricating 
at the plant over 15,000 different 
parts for the plane, and in order 
to make these parts we had to 
have designed and made’ more 
than 15,000 special tools.” 

As an instance of the amount of 
food required for workers at the 
plant, Bell continued: “The vrork- 
ers at the plant are eating the 
things they should eat, despite the 
rationing rules that must be strict- 
ly obeyed. Enough hot plates are 
served each day to feed a small 


city, and a typical one day grocery 
list includes 4,500 pounds of meat, 
3,500 pounds of potatoes, 700 ham- 
pers of fresh vegetables, 6,000 
pints of milk, 1,000 loaves of 
bread, 500 pounds of sugar, and 
over 1,000 pies of all kinds. More 
than 500 employes work exclusive- 
ly on cafeteria duties.”

Laundry Union 


Votes Return 


Fourteen hundred laundry 
workers, who have been on strike 
for the past six weeks, met yester- 
day afternoon in the Wheat Street 
Baptist church, at Auburn avenue 
and Yonge street, and unanimous- 
ly voted to return to their jobs 


this morning. 

The meeting, called by E,. L. 
Abercrombie, of the Laundry 
Workers’ International Union, A. 
F. of L., was in compliance with 
a request from the War Labor 
Board, in Washington. In a tele- 
gram to representatives of both 
tie employers and employes, the 
WLB asked the strikers to return 
to work immediately. 

Upon compliance with that re- 
quest, the WLB promised to begin 
hearings at once on the strikers’ 
grievances in an effort to make 
an adjustment of the differences 
between employers and employes. 

The meeting was a joint rally 
of all striking production workers 
and all drivers.

EGG-STRETCHING DISHES 


Make Food Go Long Way 


By Sally Saver. 


Eggs, quickly and easily pre- 
pared, are a boon to the home- 
maker who holds down a job out- 
side the home. And eggs are one | 
of the basic, protective foods, a 
food vital to good nutrition. But | 
eggs are not inexpensive. Need 
you be told that you’re paying | 
more than 5 cents apiece for) 
them? And though eggs are eas- 
ily prepared, furnish important 
food elements and serve as .one 
of the best of the meat alterna: | 
tives, because of the price it may | 
be necessary to stretch them, in | 
much the same way we’ve learned | 
to stretch meat—by combining | 
with a less expensive food. Fol- | 
lowing are two recipes for stretch- 
ing eggs by combining them with | 
enriched bread, always a good) 
combination. 

Crouton Omelet. 

Cut a half inch slice of enriched 
white bread into smal] cubes with- 
out removing the crust, and fry 
until crisp and golden brown in 1 
tablespoon bacon . drippings or 
margarine. Keep these cubes 
warm while making the omelet. 
Beat 4 eggs, whites and yolks sep- 
arately. Crumble enough enrich-

ed bread into crumbs to make l 


cup. Add 1 cup hot milk and beat 
until smooth, then stir this into 
the beaten egg yolks. Add 1-2 
teaspoon paprika, 1 tablespoon salt 
and 1-2 teaspoon pepper. Fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Heat 
2 tablespoons fat in a heavy frying 
pan, pour in the egg mixture and 
cook over low heat for about 20 
minutes or until firm. As the 
omelet cooks around the edges 
first, run a knife around edge of 
pan and let uncooked portion run 
underneath. When firm, sprinkle 
the crisp, brown croutons over top. 
Fold over and turn out on a hot 
platter. Serve at once, with a 
green salad.

Furthermore, Georgia Tech’s 
conference champion Yellow Jack- 
ets were prominently mentioned 
among candidates for the Sugar 
Bowl clash at New Orleans. They 
scored their sixth win against 
three losses for the season yester- 
vo A by easing over Clemson 41 
to 6, 


Promptly Accepted. 


The Miami invitation—a reward 
for carrying on without reinforce- 
ments—was accepted promptly by 
L. S. U., but Coach Bernie Moore 
and his all-civilian team agreed 
they would rather have had a vic- 
tory over their traditional rivals. 

The Green Wave triumph closed 
the regular season for the Louisi- 
ana half of the conference, re- 
moved even the mathematical 
doubt from Georgia Tech’s early 
staked title claim and doomed 
Georgia’s youthful successors to 
the Rose Bowl champions to the 
percentags cellar for a certainty.

Undetermined Number Missing 
In Collision of Two Tankers 


LEWES, Del., Nov. 21.—(P)— 


Two tankers collided early today 
in a heavy fog off the Delaware 
capes, and the Fourth Naval Dis- 
trict announced tonight that 39 
survivors have been landed here. 

The Navy said an undetermined 
number of men are missing. Fol- 
yesterday was 72, the low 48. 
lowing the collision one of the 
ships caught fire. The other, al- 
though damaged, was able to pro- 
ceed to an unidentified Atlantic 
port under its own power. 

Chairman Raymond R. Atkins 
of the Lewes chapter, American 
Red Cross, said his agency had 
provided underclothing, suits and 
topcoats for the survivors, most of 
whom were wearing little clothing 
when they arriveu. All wore life 
jackets, 

The Navy said an investigation 
into the collision -.as under way, 
and that the names of casualties 
would not be announced until the 
next of kin are notified. 


Coast Guard rescue boats were 
sent to the scene of the collision, 
about 58 miles off Cape Henlopen, 
shortly after the crash occurred 
about 2 a. m, 

Efforts were being made to save 
the burning ship, but. the Navy 
declined to comment on the prog- 
ress of the fight against the 
flames. 

Atkins said he received a call 
this afternoon from Lieutenant 
Harold A, Osborne, in charge of 


the Lewes Coast Guard district, 


asking for clothing for the sur- 
vivors. The Red Cross official 


said he obtained the supplies from 


reserves kept here and in. neigh- 
boring Georgetown, 

Pending completion of its inves- 
tigation, the Navy declined to 
comment on the cause of the col- 
lision. At the time a heavy fog 
hung over the coastal area, and 
residents said foghorns were audi- 
ble all through the night and dur- 
ing most of today.

The Justicé Department, already 
investigating whether the liquor 
scarcity is genuiné, has said that 
it will follow results of the senate 
inquiry closely. 

While the senate investigators 
have announced intention to learn 
whether distillers are seeking to 
evade taxes and hoard liquor in 
government warehouses in order 
to advance prices, manufacturers’ 
spokesmen have declared the in- 
vestigation “useless,” because 
there isn’t anything’ to probe. 

Distillery executives in Ken- 
tucky’s bourbon producing center 
attributed the shortage chiefly to 
a decline in whisky supplies. 

To Ease Shortage. 

To ease the shortage, Senator 
George, Democrat, Georgia, rec- 
ommended cutting the length of 
time liquor may be held untaxed 
in bond from eight to five years. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau declared the plan would 
end the shortage and also wipe 
out “the black market in liquor.” 

While bootlegging arrests have 
increased here and in other cities, 
Rudy Marwede, president of the 
New York State Restaurant Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, reported that 
bootleggers and speakeasies are 
doing a thriving business in the 
state. 

As a remedy, he suggested that 
the government permit distillers 
to produce at least 10 per cent of 
their pre-October, 1942, monthly 
output and reduce the tax-free 
period for distillers of stocks in 
bonded warehouses from eight to 
four years. Distilleries now are 
making alcohol for war.
